"Made No Money" 


WASHINGTON — Otto ,«. Kahn, 


senior partner of Kuhn Loeb & Co., a 
leading private banking house, told the 
senate banking committee Wednesday 
that he paid no income.tax in 1930, 1931 
and 1932. He said that in 1929 and 1928 
he paid a "substantial tax" but that 
for the last three years his accountants 
"have found no taxable income." 


"I hope it will be different for 1933," 


remarked the New York banker. 


Inquiry by the committee was di- 


rected to sales of five blocks of stock 
by Mr. Kahn December 30, 1930, show- 
ing a loss of $117,584 and to an alleg- 
ed transfer the following day to him 
of a similar number of shares in the 
same company by his daughter, Mrs. 
-John C. O. Marriott. Testimony,was 
that at the time Mr. Kuhn was in 
Europe, The revenue examiner; dis- 
allowed the $117,000 loss on which a 
tax of $16,000 was assessed, and! it 
was • appealed to Washington where 
the deduction was allowed by the 
Board of Tax Appeals. 


Mr. Kahn, himself, declared that he 


is "vastly ignorant" of the details of 
income tax returns, leaving prepara- 
tion of. his schedules to accountants 
in his office.

Reject High Yields 


WASHINGTON.- (/P) -Administra- 


tors of the farm act said Wednesday 
that the cotton acreage reduction pro- 
gram in the South is in "danger" be-' 
cause of high estimates of yields be- 
ing ma'de by fanners ' in submitting 
contracts offering to plow up portions 
of their growing crop. 


Administrators said estimated yields 


in many rases were far in excess of 
the average production for the last 
five years in their communities and 
that Secretary Wallace and his aides 
would refuse to accept offers of that 
type. . . : . - .

Because, of the large number of high 


yield offers shown by a preliminary 
survey of-"results in this week's cam- 
paign, it was said there might be so 
large a proportion of rejections among 
•the contracts .offered that the plan 
might be.dropped.

Cully A. Cobb, cotton production 


chief, said the higK yield estimates 
had been "excesssive." 


Program Endangered 


"Estimates of yield, if out of line 


with the five-year average, will not 
only be thrown out, but if sent in 
substantial numbers will endanger the 
whole program," Cobb said. "Every 
farmer and worker must watch that 
point." 


There are more than 20,000 workers 


in the field obtaining 
offers 
from 


farmers who are tempted to estimate 
their yield as high as possible because 
the benefit payments offered by the 
department are graduated in propor- 
tion to the anticipated yield of each 
farmer's crop this year. 


Where farmers contract to obtain 


payments in cash only, the schedule 
of benefits ranges from %1 an acre for 
land estimated to yield from 100 to 
124 pounds of cotton to $20 for land 
yielding 275 pounds and more. Where 
benefit payments are combined with 
an option on government-owned cot- 
ton at six cents a pound, the payments 
range from $6 an iacre with an estimat- 
ed yield of from 100 to 124 pounds 
•to $12 an acre for cotton yielding 275 
pounds and over. 


Workers Warned 


It was learned that administrators 


in telegrams to extension directors 
and other field 
workers issued 
a 


sharp warning that efforts should be 
concentrated on urging farmers to 
lower their estimates. The telegram? 
also said that many of the offers re- 
ceived so far will be rejected. 


Oscar Johnston, finance administra- 


tor, who has been one of the principal 
advisors on the cotton program, also 
voiced an objection. 


"If a general over-estimation of pro- 


duction extends throughout the belt it 
is quite possible, in fact probable, that 
the secretary of agriculture and the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion will abandon the entire plan," 
Johnston said.

• T. J. Barham, federal seed loan col- 
lector for. the Hope office, South Wal-i 
nut street, made the following an- 
nouncement Thsursday: 


The Farm Credit Administration, in 


accordance with the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act, was directed by con- 
gress to sell to the secretary of agri- 
culture all cotton taken from grow- 
ers on seed and crop production loans, 
which will amount .to about 788,000 
bales. 


The Farm Credit Administration has 


made arrangement whereby final set- 
tlement for this cotton with the grow- 
ers will be made on.the basis of 9Vfe 
cents per pound, based on July New 
York, for middling 7-8 cotton, with 
current adjustments for variations in 
grade, staple and location. 


The various agencies handling this 


cotton are rapidly developing final 
settlement reports for the farmers on 
this price basis. These reports will 
be mailed in the near future. In 
cases where the sales proceeds exceed 
the loans and costs, the (Jiference will 
be paid to the growers. In cases where 
the proceeds are less then the loan 
and where the collateralized . value 
placed on the cotton is greater than 
the sales proceeds, .the grower's note 
will be credited with the amount of 
the collateralized value in an amount 
not in excess of the note. 


This trade was consummated by the 


Farm Credit Administration and the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture on 
June 19, at .which time the cotton mar- 
ket for. July New York middling 7-8 
was 9.12, or 38 points under the set- 
-tlement basis.

United States in 1932 occurred in less 
than half of the 44 slates. South Da- 
kota, alone, reported almost 1,800 cases, 
equivalent lo the extremely high case 
rate of 255 per 100,000 of population. 
If this rate had prevailed throughout 
the country, there would have occur- 
red 318,000 cases of smallpox in the 
United Stales during 1932. 


"The case of Vermont is unique. In 


this slate, Ihe fourth smallest in the 
Union in respect to population, there 
have been reported, during the last 
four years, over 900 cases of smallpox. 
This is particularly 
significant 
in 


view of the fact that Vermont is sur- 
rounded by territory which has been 
.singularly free from his disease for 
;it least a decade. This territory, com- 
prised of the rcsl of New England, 


New York and the Province of Que- 
bec, with nearly 24,000,000 inhabitants, 
reported only 345 cases of smallpox 
during 1932. Vermont on the .other 
hand with a population of only 361,000, 
reported 254 cases. 


"In other words, in Vermont there 


were seventy cases of smallpox for 
every 100,000 inhabitants, and in the 
neighboring treritory. there was only 
one case for every 100,000 persons ex- 
posed to the disease. It is significant 
that Vermont has no compulsory vac- 
cination law o nits statute books. It 
is in this and other states where the 
routine vaccination of children is neg- 
lected that smallpox still lingers to 
plague pubic heath workers. 
; 


"The disease, as reported through- 


out the United States and Canada, 
was gcneraly of the mild, discrete 
typo, with an average case-fatality 
rate of about 3 per 1,000 cases, An 
outstanding exception was recorded in 
Vancouver; B. C. .Here, ;anid in the 
nearby vicinity, during 
the 
early 


months of 1932, there occurred fifty- 
six cases of smallpox, twenty-nine of 
which were definitely identified as of 
the confluent, virulent type. Before 
the outburst was brought under con- 
trol, sixteen persons, after prolonged 
physical suffering, succumbed to the 
disease. Only one additional death 
from fmallpox was regarded in eight 
Canadian provinces last year. 


"Of the total of fifty-six cases in 


Vancouver, thirly-nine, or 70 per cent, 
had never been successfully vaccin- 
ated prior to infection. The remain- 
ing seventeen had been vaccinated 
from fifteen lo fifty-five years pre- 
viously, their immunity having dimin- 
ished almost to the vanishing point 
during this long period. No one con- 
tracted the disease, who had been vac- 
cinated within fifteen years. The out- 
break was finally brought under com- 
plete conlrol Ihrough Ihc wholesale 
vaccination of the populalion.','

They report that, in 1930, the num- 


ber of smallpox cases in 44 stales, the 
District of Columbia and eight Canad- 
ian provinces totaled 46,654; in 1931, 
there were 29,493 cases; and in 1932, 
only 13,121. In other words, the in- 
cidence of this disease decreased about 
37 per cent in 1931, and 56 per cent in 
1932,.and since 1930 there has been a 
lolal dcc'ine of 72 per ccnl. 


Commenting on smallpox incidence 


the insurance company's 
Statislical 


Bullelin says: 


"It is significant that over 90 per 


cent of 12,784 cases reported in the 
United States in 1932 occurred in less 
than half of the 44 slates. South Da- 
kota, alone, reported almost 1,800 cases, 
equivalent lo the extremely high case 
rate of 255 per 100,000 of population. 
If this rate had prevailed throughout 
the country, there would have occur- 
red 318,000 cases of smallpox in the 
United Stales during 1932. 


"The case of Vermont is unique. In 


this slate, Ihe fourth smallest in the 
Union in respect to population, there 
have been reported, during the last 
four years, over 900 cases of smallpox. 
This is particularly 
significant 
in 


view of the fact that Vermont is sur- 
rounded by territory which has been 
.singularly free from his disease for 
;it least a decade. This territory, com- 
prised of the rcsl of New England, 


New York and the Province of Que- 
bec, with nearly 24,000,000 inhabitants, 
reported only 345 cases of smallpox 
during 1932. Vermont on the .other 
hand with a population of only 361,000, 
reported 254 cases. 


"In other words, in Vermont there 


were seventy cases of smallpox for 
every 100,000 inhabitants, and in the 
neighboring treritory. there was only 
one case for every 100,000 persons ex- 
posed to the disease. It is significant 
that Vermont has no compulsory vac- 
cination law o nits statute books. It 
is in this and other states where the 
routine vaccination of children is neg- 
lected that smallpox still lingers to 
plague pubic heath workers. 
; 


"The disease, as reported through- 


out the United States and Canada, 
was gcneraly of the mild, discrete 
typo, with an average case-fatality 
rate of about 3 per 1,000 cases, An 
outstanding exception was recorded in 
Vancouver; B. C. .Here, ;anid in the 
nearby vicinity, during 
the 
early 


months of 1932, there occurred fifty- 
six cases of smallpox, twenty-nine of 
which were definitely identified as of 
the confluent, virulent type. Before 
the outburst was brought under con- 
trol, sixteen persons, after prolonged 
physical suffering, succumbed to the 
disease. Only one additional death 
from fmallpox was regarded in eight 
Canadian provinces last year. 


"Of the total of fifty-six cases in 


Vancouver, thirly-nine, or 70 per cent, 
had never been successfully vaccin- 
ated prior to infection. The remain- 
ing seventeen had been vaccinated 
from fifteen lo fifty-five years pre- 
viously, their immunity having dimin- 
ished almost to the vanishing point 
during this long period. No one con- 
tracted the disease, who had been vac- 
cinated within fifteen years. The out- 
break was finally brought under com- 
plete conlrol Ihrough Ihc wholesale 
vaccination of the populalion.','

Jiat acreage does not determine the 
size of the wheat crop, or any other. 


"Natural factors, sun and moisture 


are the ultimate determinants wheth- 
er we shall have plethora or dearth 
of foodstuffs. Just because we have 
tiad big crops for five years or so does 
not insure that we will always have 
them as this season seems certain to 
prove. 
"If America arbitrarily had reduced 


the wheat acreage for this season, .we d 
now be considering the necessity of 
importing it. We should possibly by 
acreage reduction iiavc cut our crop 
120,000,000 bushels compared wilh full 
crops of a good year. Now our loss in 
one stale alone, because of the weath- 
er, will outstrip that aggregate."

Editor The Star: I have read with 


interest the various articles and edi- 
.orials which have been appearing in 
your paper concerning the question of 
alcoholic beverages, and should like 
.he privilege of adding a brief line 
of my own. 


There is a misunderstanding abroad 


in regard to just what the question to 
be voted upon is. A man came to my 
office yesterday and soon admitted 
ihat he was under the impression that 
..he election in July was in regard to 
3.2 beer. This is not the case, as any 
person will realize by considering the 
question carefully. Congress has al- 
•eady passed upon 3.2 beer, and the 
thing that is to be considered and 
v>oted upon is whether or not the 
Eighteenth Amendment will be re- 
moved from the Constitution, or in 
other words, whether or not things 
will be thrown wide open again so far 
as Federal authprity is concerned. 


It seems to me that there are three 


reasons why we should vote to retain 
the amendment: 


1. Without the prohibition amend- 


ment it will be much more difficult 
to control the business that centers 
around liquor, for liquor business is 
essentially lawless. As evidence of 
that we find that a group of people 
who are under most circumstances of 
the very highest type, have lowered 
themselves to the rank of ordinary 
bootleggers by selling beer when the 
state and city laws forbid its sale. It 
is not a question of whether the 3.2 
is intoxicating. That is doubtful. It 
is a. question of not being willing to 
wait until proper authority has been
